Never Fazes French Sentry. 

“ Nevertheless, in the midst of this we 
saw below us a French soldier standing 
sentry in a hastily erected shelter and 
as calm as If in a theater. Sometimes he 
was half covered with the earth thrown 
over him by an exploding shell; some- 
times he disappeared completely in a 
cloud of smoke. When he reappeared he 
was as tranquil as if nothing had hap- 
pened, holding his glasses to his eyes and 
telephone in hand. 

“ Suddenly an enormous explosion made 
the earth fly around our position. A buge 
shell dug a fantastic crater in front of us. 
Our telephone wire was broken, cutting 
our communication with all our batteries. 
A soldier crawled out to repair the break 
in the midst of the explosion of torpedoes 
and shells. He sheltered himself as best 
he could in the craters made by the shells. 
At last he gained the point where the wire 
was broken and repaired it. Then he 
sheltered himeeif in a trench and waited 
for the storm to bass, 


| All Trenches Leveled. 
„Little by little the German fire re- 


mained. They had been leveled. As for 
barbed wire entagiements, all had been 
cut down or had disappeared under the 
earth the exploding shells had thrown on 
them. One could believe himself on 
ground freshly plowed and harrowed 
ready for planting. 

* Down in the ravine were seen the Ger- 
man infantry advancing tn close ranks.

German Position Critical.

: Another Wave Breaks. 

Another German wave forms, more 
formidable and more furious. The Ger- 
mans, swarming like rats, come on deapite 
our shells. At this moment our heavy ar- 
tillery begins to fire in a manner truly ter- 
rifying. The huge shelis, in exploding, 
throw great jets of fame on all sides. 

“ The ravine has become a veritable vol- 
cano. Pieces of bodies obstruct the gully 
and form a barricade before the Germans, 
who give way and seek safety in flight. 

Their attack has failed after terrible 
losses, and our guns little by little lift 
their fire to the German batteries in the 
rear, whieh have bees pawertons to allenes 
| ours. 


Tells of Terrific Slaughter. 

A soldier who had been invalided home 
in the early days of the war dese: ibed the 
passage of the Germans through his vil- 
lage of Milancourt. As he spoke his 
voice carried the ring of ade conf 
dence. 

“They will never take Verdun,” he 
eald. “ Well sheltered, I watched the ar- 
rival of the boches at my village. They 
came in solid ranks, without word, load - 
ing and reloading their rifles without ces- 
sation. Our seventy-fives fell among 
them. and then the mittallleuses entered 
into action. It was no longer a battalion. 
It was a few scattered groups of men that 
one saw, torn by a rain of shells and bul- 
lets, squeezing close against each other 
as though for mutual protection. 

“On the border of Montfaucon I raw 
one of these groups disappexr at one blow. 
es if they had been swallowed into a 
marsh. Our shells! What frightful work 
they did. Never will I forget those frag- 
ments of human beings that fell just at 
my feet. waver can 1 forget that terribie 
picture. 


Masses of Germans Advance. 
“I followed the boche attack on Hau- 
mont and Samcogneux. The field of bat-

They charge him with 
collec an annual salary of $13,000 
instead a purported monthly stipend 
of $99.90, with violation of-the Wiscon- 
sin state insurance laws regarding the 
sale of stock, and with allowing impair- 
ment of the capital by mismanagement. 


Total of $750,000 Collected. 

It is set forth that a total of $750,000 has 
been collected in premiums and through 
stock sales, and that $625,000 has been 
paid out. Only $40,000 was left at the 
beginning of the year, the bill recites, 
after the Liabilities had been accounted 
for.
